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Melrose Abbey. The finest ecclesiastical ruin in Scot¬ 
land. The original abbey was founded by David I. in 1136, 
and during the succeeding 400 years \vas several times de¬ 
stroyed and rebuilt. The heart of Robert Bruce is interred 
below the spot where stood the high altar, and many Scot¬ 
tish heroes and dignitaries are buried in its precincts. The 
Abbey is the property of the Duke of Buccleuch. 
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
